The 
original track (without the strings or the 
jet at the end) sounded terrible, and we 
didn't want them to release it. But they 
did and it just sort of took off. " 

The voice was that of Danny Smythe, 
19 yr. old drummer for The Boxtops, a 
talented group of Memphis boys whose 
first single "The Letter' streaked to the 
top of the charts and stayed there for four 
consecutive weeks. 

Danny, along with bassist John Evans 
(19) and lead vocalist Alex Chilten (17), 
originally played with a group called the 
DeVilles. The group launched 3 unsuc- 
cessfulassaults on the record market and 
then split. But Alex, John, and Danny 
stuck together апа ''drafting'' organist 
Bill Cunningham (18) and lead guitarist 
Gary Talley (19) formed a new group, with 
their manager, Memphis d.j. Roy Mack, 
coming up with the new name. 

Rightnow The Boxtops are ona nation- 
wide tour. They've just completed an Lp 
and their new single, "Neon Rainbow," 
should be out shortly. Drummer Danny is 
understandably worried about the groups' 
second disc. ''The first big hit is hard to 
get, but anyone in the record industry will 
tell you that if no. 2 flops you're in bad 
trouble. The second record's got to be а 
bit of a copy in that you want to stick to a 
sound - but if it's too muchthe same you're 
dead. '' 

The Boxtops are five very nice young 
men - delighted and very surprised by 
their success. As Danny says, "We've 
been very, very lucky. After all, we 
came out of nowhere and now we've sold 
as many records as "Ode to Billy Joe." 


I tend to give talent a bit of the credit, 
but here's hoping luck sticks with The 
Boxtops for a long time to come.

Sitting back stage at а concert is an 
experience entirely different than ођ- 
serving from the audience; not only are 
you isolated from the mood and response 
of the mass, but you have a great oppor- 
tunity to observeall the behind-the-scenes 
preparations and (best of all) to talk in- 
formally with the various pop people wan- 
dering about the wings. 


Recently I took advantage of that op- 
portunity to chat briefly with Beach Boy 
Bruce Johnston. Bruce is kindand smiley 
and good looking with red brown hair and 
moustache - a fairly new addition to his 
physical personality. Bruce, who has 
been with the groups for two and a half 
years actually became a Beach Boy by ac- 
cident. ''The boys phoned me looking for 
someone to fill in for Brian. At the timel 
was working as an A&R man (record pro- 
ducer) for Columbia Records. I couldn't 
find anyone at the time: I didn't play bass 
than - I played electric piano once in a 
while on some of my sessions 501 went in 
Brian's place. It was just going to be a 
temporary thing and it wound up lasting 
two and a half years so far." 


Though Bruce has been recording with 
the group since he joined them, he's had 
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an opportunity to do many other things 
since he's not bound to Capitol Records 
like the other boys. Now the group has 
convinced him to release a single on his 
own. As far as the style goes, Bruce 
says, "There's no reason why when any 
of the Beach Boys make an individual 
single we should compete with the Beach 
Boys, so I'm just gonna try and make 
something groovy you can dance to, and 
not try to be super-arty. I've already 
made the track for it - it's called '"Blue- 
birds Over the Mountain" - it's really 
good so far. I haven't sung it yet and that 
might make it bad, but the track's pretty 
good. " 


Over the past year the Beach Boys 
(along with many other pop groups) have 
added a new dimension of sophistication 
to their music. Bruce explains, "Ме! уе 
just been progressing w:th everyone else, 
because everycne stayed aware and just 
moved on with the times. I guess I'm the 
only one who still surfs, and there!s no 
more surfing music at all, but ya gotta 
keep going." 


The Beach Boys have indeed kept going, 
and from the sounds of things now, it's 
doubtful that they're about to come to a 
standstill.

Nationally we have the Young 
Rascals, the Bee Gees, the Righteous 
Bros., and believe it ornot, FrankSinatra 
and Tony Bennett. Locally the Mauds and 
the Flock have been met with enthusiasm 
throughout the Midwest by communicating 
"soul" to their audiences. Thus, soul 
music is no longer confined to the music 
makers of one ethnic group but is wide- 
Spread. What do you think of the soul 
sound? Judging from those I interview at 
numerous record hops the response is 
tremendous. If you disagree ----- check 
the popularity of the boogaloo!!! Is soul 
music here to stay? Only you can answer 
that, but for the present I see no drastic 
changes.

In reply to the sweet old lady's question, 
"What is jazz, Mr. Waller?' the late and great 
Fats is supposed to have sighed, "Madam, if 
you don't know by now, DON'T MESS WITH 
ІТ!" Fats Waller had a point there. Whether 
you hear it in New Orleans, Chicago or 
Bombay — they play something like it there 
too — jazz is a lot easier to recognize than to 
describe. Suppose we define it temporarily 
as the result of a 300-year old blending in the 
United States of two great musical traditions, 
the European and the West African. It follows 
that, in a musical culture predominantly 
European,the qualities that make jazz a little 
different and immediately recognizable prob- 
ably have something to do with West Africa. 
What is the connection between jazz and West 
African music? Perhaps the most obvious 
similarity is the rhythm. 

Theorists tell us there is no limit to the 
complexities that can be superimposed upon 
march rhythm and that is what jazz is doing. 
The basis of jazz is à march rhythm but the 
jazzman puts more complicated rhythms on 
top of it. He blows a variety of accents be- 
tween and around, above and below,the march 
beat. It is a much more complicated process 
than syncopation, which is usually defined as 
stressing the normally weak beat, for synco- 
pation sounds unutterably old-fashion to a 
jazzman. A regular six-piece band playing in 
the New Orleans style can create rhythmic 
complexities which no machine yet invented 
can fully diagram. 

Erroll Garner is justly famous for what 
jazzmen call "Fooling around with the beat," 
because he doesn't seem to let his left-hand 
know what his right-hand is doing. In general, 
his left-hand plays a steady 4/4 march 
rhythm, quite opposite to the modern trend, 
but his right-hand is playing the melody in a 
variety of changing tempos: first he drags 
behind and then he more than catches up in 
constantly varying fractions of the beat. The 
effect is schizophrenic, like rubbing your 
stomach in one direction and the top of your 
head in another. A good example of this is at 
the beginning of the second chorus of "What is 
this Thing Called Love?" by Garner. 

Here is a quality that gives jazz some of its 
appeal. Psychologically, Garner's steady 
left-hand creates and fulfills the expectancy 
of continuous rhythm. His lag-along right-

hand, however, sets up a contrasting tension 
which is released when, by means of more 
unexpected accents, he catches up. It's like 
a sprinter who saves himself from falling on 
his face by an extra burst of speed. It's also 
a kind of rhythmic game. The effect on the 
listener varies; he may want to sing, dance, 
shout, or even hit somebody. Somehow, he 
wants to express himself. Isn't that the pur- 
pose of music? To create the expression 
outlet for the listener? 

Understanding and enjoying this kind of 
rhythmic complexity is entirely a matter of 
training. Contrary to the popular notion, 
nobody is born with a fine sense of rhythm- 
people simply learn it, sometimes quite 
unconsciously.

I first made Dick Biondi's acquaintance 
via air mail to Los Angeles, California. 
Dick had become interested in a braille 
quarterly I work for, so every three 
months we exchanged greetings. I was 
always impressed by the promptness with 
which he answered my notes because -- 
well -- a popular d.j. may receive over a 
hundred pieces of mailin aday, and frankly 
he doesn't have time to keep track of any 
one individual correspondent. But Dick 
did. 


I often thought during those months, 
what a groove it would be to have Biondi 
back -- home in Chicago -- where he 
belonged. 


Dick Biondi was born and raised in 


Endicott, New York, a small Up-State 
town. When he was in 8th grade he got 
his first radio job at Endicott's local 
station -- buying coffee, sweeping the 


floor and "making a general pest of him- 
self." After graduation, Dick spent some 
time at Harper College, and then took a 
job at a station in Corning (of glassware 
fame). From there he traveled to Loui- 
siana, then on to Youngstown, Ohio and 
Buffalo, New York, finally making his way 
to WLS, Chicago in 1960. Midwest teens 
fell in love with Dick Biondi, and the feel- 
ing was mutual. 


After leaving WLS, Dick traveled back 
East to New York where he had a Mutual 
Network show syndicated nationally over 
110 stations (it was aired once a week in 
Chicago over WCFL). Then in late 1964 
the Friendly Italian went to KRLA, Los 
Angeles. "In L.A. the format is very 
tight, and the d.j. can't say much except 
time and temperature. Life is slower, 
but the kids seem to grow up faster, while 
life is more relaxed.
